DALLAS, Tex. March 13— Local 
telephone men have come across 
the first advertisement of a tele­ 
phone company. It was published 
in July 1877, in the newspapers 
of New Haven, Conn. This adver­ 
tisement made it clear that sub­ 
scribing for a telephone in those 
early days consisted in leasing an 
instrument and not jn buying ser­ 
vice as is the case now. 
“The proprietors k eep‘the instru­ 
ment in repair without charges/’ 
said the advertisement, “and the 
user only wire between the two 
stations, though ten or twenty miles 
apart, with a telephone at each erd. 
Despite this inducement and the 
further inducement that “the out­ 
side of the telephone is of mahog­ 
any, finely polished, and an orna­ 
ment to any room or office/’ only 
one subscriber resulted. The Rev. 
John E. Todd came forward and) 
agreed to pay $18 a year for a 
telephone. He is /believed to be the 
first subscriber in the world to a 
commercial 
exchange. 
According to local telephone of­ 
ficials the trouble was not with 
the 
advertisement 
nor 
with 
the 
matter of stringing lines. The pub­ 
lic simply had to be shown that 
it could not get along without tele­ 
phones. Therefore, the recordte show 
a canvasser was sent out to make 
personal explanation 
of the tele­ 
phone and 200 contracts were ob­ 
tained. The first service was given. 
January 21,.1878 to 30 subscribers. 
The first exchange was opened Jan., 
28, 1878. 
The Texas Public Service (Bureau 
of Information says that from the 
begining, less than fifty years ago, 
the people of the United States 
have come to need the telephone 
until there are now sixteen million 
telephones in service or about one 
to every eight people.

i the dairy law’s is to be undertaken 
by creamery men co-operating with 
the state board of agriculture, ac­ 
cording to John 
A. 
W hitehurst, 
president of the board. 
The campaign was planned at a 
called meeting of sixty dairy mafl- 
agers and field buyers held at the 
state capitol by Mr. W hitehurst. It 
followed a two^iay course in cream­ 
ery work at Cie Agricultural and 
Mechanical 
college, 
when instruc­ 
tion was given by A. F. Howe, head 
cf the dairying department. 
The object of the campaign will 
be to teach farmers correct meth­ 
odic of cream grading 
to 
comply 
with the state laws, so they can do 
it for themselves, 
according 
to 
W hitehurst. 
“Eastern markets have discrimi­ 
nated against Oklahoma butter oh 
account of its Inferiority,” .White­ 
hurst said. “Our purpose is to bring 
the State’s dairy products to the 
point where they will be sought aft­ 
er 
rather 
than 
discriminated 
against.” 
The campaign was planned to be­ 
gin April 15 to* cover the dairy 
section of the {date. Six teams of 
two men each Will make tours of 
instruction.

* The dairy section of Oklahoma is 
especially % centered in the western 
half of the state,

W hitehurst. The southeastern part 
of the state has little dairy busi­ 
ness, he said,, only six dairies be­ 
ing located sojith of the South Ca­ 
nadian river arid east of the center 
of the state.
